A 'Banner Year' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Am­ 
ple mortage funds at lower 
interest rates are expected to 
make 1972 a banner year for 
Americans buying homes, ac­ 
cording to Preston Martin, 
chairman of the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board. 
At a news conference Mon­ 
day, Martin said improvement 
will flow from stimulation of 
the economy he anticipates dur­ 
ing President Nixon’s Phase II 
controls. “ Seventy two ought to 
be just a nifty year for housing 
consumers,” Martin said. 
George W. Romney, Secre­ 
tary of Housing and Urban De­ 
velopment, said earlier this 
month that there were a record 
2.6 million new housing starts 
in 1971, when mobile homes 
were included, and prospects 
for an even higher figure in 
1972 were “ exceptionally good.” 


Defector Returns 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
Soviet defector has returned 
home at his own request after 
more than two months in the 
United States during which he 
briefed American intelligence 
officials, the State department 
announced Monday. 
The man was identified as 
Anatoly Kuzmich Chebotaryev, 
a major in the Russian military 
intelligence branch. He boarded 
a Soviet airliner Sunday night 
after immigration authorities 
decided following a hearing 
that he was returning of his 
ov/n free will. 
A State Department spokes­ 
man, Charles W. Bray III, said 
“ There is absolutely no sugges­ 
tion whatever from any aspect 
of this case that he was a 
plant.” But other U.S. officials 
said they would have a close 
look at information Chebotar­ 
yev provided while living in a 
Washington apartment with a 
U.S. intelligence agent. 
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Brief Honeymoon 


BELFAST. Northern Ireland 
(UPI) — Wedding bells rang for 
Alexander Barr today, but the 
honeymoon was short. He had 
to return to jail. 
Barr, a former organizer for 
the Northern Ireland Civil 
Rights Association, was paroled 
from Long Kesh internment 
camp for six hours to marry 
Mary McAllister, 25. 
“ After the wedding we came 
back to my parents' home for a 
short reception and had about 
two hours of the time on our 
own.” his bride said. 
Afterward she accompanied 
Barr back to Long Kesh where 
she will be able to visit him 
only 30 minutes a week until he 
is released. 


Tribunal' Scored 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(UPD — Premier Brian Faulk­ 
ner today criticized plans to 
stage a 2xk hour British televi­ 
sion “ tribunal” on violence and 
civil strife in Northern Ireland. 
“ The government believes 
the program has little to con­ 
tribute and in fact could be 
quite harmful,” a spokesman 
for the premier said in a state­ 
ment. “ We have enough prob­ 
lems without a public scrutiny 
of this sort.” 
The protest was directed by 
British Broadcasting Corp. 
plans to screen the debate Jan. 
5. It would allow representa­ 
tives of all sides in Northern 
Ireland’s continuing troubles a 
forum to present their views. 


Charged In Fire 


SEOUL (UPI) - The owner of 
the Hotel Taeyongak and seven 
other persons, including three 
city officials, were charged to­ 
day in connection with the fire 
at the hotel on Christmas day 
which killed 159 persons and 
injured 68 others. 
The owner, Kim Yong-san, 
four other hotel executives and 
three city officials were 
charged with professional neg­ 
ligence, improper construction 
of a building and failure to 
conduct a proper inspection. 
investigators also said the 
hotel management was warned 
May 15 to improve its emergen­ 
cy facilities and fire fighting 
equipment. 


645 Die In Traffic

Traffic accidents during the 
three-day Christmas holiday 
weekend claimed 645 Jives — 25 
more than a National Safety 
Council estimate before the 78- 
hour period began. 


The 645 deaths was 141 above 
last year’s total for the Christ­ 
mas period and 40 above the 595 
deaths reported over the 102- 
hour Thanksgiving weekend. 


The National Safety Council 
had estimated that between 520 
and 620 persons would die in 
traffic accidents between 6 p.m. 
local time Thursday and mid­ 
night Sunday. 


DETROIT (UPI) - Former 
teamsters union leader James 
R. Hoffa will be able to renew 
union acquaintances of the past 
40 years and speak out on 
national labor issues without 
violating terms of his parole, 
according to a U.S. Justice 
Department official. 
Lawrence M. Traylor, the de­ 
partment’s pardon attorney who 
helped draft conditions of Hof­ 
fa s prison release, said Monday 
that the terms were not meant to 
infringe on the former union 
leader’s freedom of expression. 
“ What I had in mind when I 
drafted the document—and re­ 
member, only the President can 
attach conditions to a pardon— 
was that Mr. Hoffa should be 


able to perhaps express his 
opinion on things,” said Traylor. 
Hoffa, 59, was released from 
federal prison at Lewisburg, 
Pa.. Thursday after serving 
nearly five years of a 13-year 
sentence for jury tampering and 
mail fraud. 
He returned to Detroit Monday 
and met with his parole officer 
who warned him against “ direct 
or indirect” control of the union 
he helped start as a teen-aged 
dock worker. 
Hoffa told newsmen he asked 
for permission to spend 60 to 90 
days in Florida with his wife, 
Josephine, who has a heart 
ailment. He said he also sought 
permission to visit with union 
acquaintanies. 


Utah Skier Found Alive 
After Hour Under Snow 


ALTA. Utah (UPD-A skier 
who was buried under five feet of 
snow for an hour says a probe 
missed him by six inches and he 
thought he was “ done for” al­ 
though he could hear rescuers 
tramping above him. 
“ Boy, I was really mad when I 
heard and felt the first probe just 
miss me,” said Bret Nye of 
Ogden, Utah, a 19-year-old stu­ 
dent who was skiing at the 
Snowbird 
resort’s 
Peruvian 
Gulch run Monday when a slide 
inundated him. “ Boy, was I 
mad. I yelled and cursed trying 
to get their attention. 
“ I remembered reading that 
experience in the Alps shows the 
chances of a slide victim coming 
out alive diminish after one 
hour. I figured from the way I 
felt the probers were working, it 
would be another two hours 
before they would be back. 
“ I felt I was done for.” 


Doctors at Holy Cross Hospital 
in Salt Lake City said the youth 
was in good condition. 
“ If his physical conditioning 
had not been as good as it was, I 
am sure he would not have been 
found alive,” said Allen Nye, 
Bret’s father. 
Young Nye said two snows- 
lides broke loose as he and three 
companions pushed off for their 
run down the slope, one in front 
of them and one in back. 
“ I didn’t know about the larg­ 
er one until I heard it—boy, did it 
make a noise,” he said. “ As I 
fell, I looked up and saw the big 
one falling on me. It was weird 
and I was real scared. 
“ I spent the first 10 minutes 
thinking ‘I’m dead’ and ‘why’ 
over and over again. Then I got 
hold of myself and tried to get 
my arms around my head to 
create a better airspace but was 
unable to.” 


Humphrey Heckled, Urges 
New Science, Politics Link 


PHILADELPHIA (U PI) - 
While Sen. Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey told scientists it was time 
for “ a new relationship between 
science and politics,” a tomato 
sailed out of a group of hecklers 
Monday, hit the lectern and 
splattered the former vice pres­ 
ident’s face and tie.

Suit For A 
Cold Stroll 


MOSCOW (UPD - Fashion 
note: The Russians report the 
invention of the hot suit. 
Soviet scientists have de­ 
signed an electrically heated 
suit of light weight, just the thing 
for a morning stroll beyond the 
Arctic circle. 
The “ Penguin” suit protects in 
minus 56 degree (f.) weather, the 
Tass news agency said today. 
Developed at the Ukraine Aca­ 
demy of Sciences, the suit will be 
used by members of Soviet 
Antarctic expeditions and by 
builders of northernmost gas 
pipelines. 
Itskey parts are a vest and 
shoe insoles with electroconduc- 
tive elastic fabric, Tass said. 
The remainder of the suit is 
fashioned 
from 
conventional 
fabrics. 
“ Designers considered that 
various parts of the body are 
affected by the cold in different 
ways and that prolonged heating 
of the entire body weakens its 
protective functions.”

SACRAMENTO (UPI) -State 
Attorney General Evelle J. 
Younger has predicted juvenile 
arrests on hard drug charges 
will increase next year. 
Younger said, however, that 
marijuana arrests among Cali­ 
fornia’s youth have leveled off 
and are not expected to climb 
dramatically.

Soviets Accused Of

The commander of the Paki- 
know the name or designation 
stani Air Force said Monday 
that Soviet pilots guided Indian 
air attacks and manned sur­ 
face-to-air (SAM) missile sites 
during the 14-day Indo-Pakistan 
war. 
In Rawalpindi. President Zu- 
lifkar Ali Bhutto met for the 
second time with Sheikh Muji- 
bur Rahman. The sheikh— 
commonly referred to as Mujib 
—is the leader of the powerful 
Awami League political party 
and chief advocate for autono­ 
my for East Pakistan, now the 
People’s Republic of Bangla 
Desh. 
Bhutto said the meeting was 
cordial. “ He (Mujib) did not 
kick me and it was not neces­ 
sary for me to have a gun,” 
Bhutto said. 
Mujib was arrested and taken 
to West Pakistan in March on 
charges of treason. He was 
transferred from prison to 
house arrrest after Bhutto took 
over as president from Agha 
Mohammad Yahya Khan on 
Dec. 20 
Bhutto said he was willing to 
make any agreement with the 
rebel leaders of Bangla Desh so 
long as the settlement was 
within the context of a united 
Pakistan. 
Autonomy for the East Pakis­ 
tanis—culturally and ethically 
different from West Pakistanis 
and separated from the western 
province by 1,000 miles of Indi­ 
an territory—was one of the 
major causes of the recent war. 
Pakistan’s chief air marshal, 
A. Rahim Khan, told a news 
conference in Islamabad that 
Russian or Russian-Indian 
crews piloted new Soviet planes 
used to guide Indian fighters 
and fighter-bombers against 
Pakistani targets. 
Rahim said four of the planes 
were used during the war, oper­ 
ating in shifts so two were 
always airborne—one on the 
northern part of the western 
front and one on the southern 
part. 
R^him said the Indian Air 
Force was not equipped with 
the planes two months ago and 
they were so new he did not 


of the aircraft. 
The planes, Rahim said, were 
“ definitely manned by Russian 
crews or both Indian and Rus­ 
sian crews.” 


Rahim said the SAM sites at 
a number of Indian airfields, 
including Adampur, Halwara, 
Jamanagar and Amritsar, were 
“ definitely” manned by Rus­ 
sians.

Rare Trade 
Deficit Seen 
For U.S. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —The 
United States continues toward 
its first annual foreign trade 
deficit in 78 years. Imports 
exceeded exports by $227.2 mil­ 
lion in November. 


The deficit for last month 
brought the deficit for the first 11 
months of 1971 to $1.719 billion, a 
Commerce Department report 
showed today. 


But while another deficit was 
recorded in November, it was 
well below the record $821.4 
million gap in October. 
Government officials said it 
was possible the trade deficit for 
the year could reach $2 billion. A 
few months ago they had pre­ 
dicted the deficit would be no 
more than $1 billion. The last 
time the United States recorded 
an annual deficit was in 1893. 
The United States registered 
trade surpluses during the first 
three months of 1971, but this 
was followed by five straight 
months of deficits. There was a 
$265.4 million surplus in Septem­ 
ber. 
The Commerce Department 
said November trade figures 
reflected the influence of the 
West, East and Gulf Coast dock 
strikes. Officials said, however, 
they could not precisely meas­ 
ure the impact.

Secretary of State Edmund 
Brown Jr. said “ there are 
many communities of interest, 
and probably the least impor­ 
tant are those along municipal 
lines.” 
State Supt. of Public Instruc­ 
tion Wilson Riles called for 
compromise. 
The only one of some dozen 
witnesses to defend the Legisla­ 
ture’s reapportionment plan 
was Verna Canson of the Na­ 
tional Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People. 
While she acknowledged it did 
not give minorities all they 
wanted, she said it unquestiona­ 
bly was better than anything 
that the commission or court 
could work out free of political 
pressure from minorities. 
Assemblyman Jam es W. 
Dent, R-Concord, was the only 
legislator to testify. He made it 
clear he was not happy with his 
new district that stretches from 
the San Joaquin Delta to San 
Jose via a narrow unpopulated 
corridor through Alameda and 
Contra Costa counties to Gilroy.

pitals, between cleaning our 
rivers and caring for the sick— 
because the funds we need are 
drained away into mindless 
wars and into the pockets of the 
few,” he said. 
Lindsay said the other Demo­ 
cratic candidates had Washing­ 
ton backgrounds, as had every 
president with a political back­ 
ground in the past 40 years. “ In 
1972, someone must speak for 
the America that Washington 
has ignored.” he said. 
The mayor attacked the Nix­ 
on administration for its poli­ 
cies on Vietnam, the economy, 
law and order, the Supreme 
Court and the divisions within 
the country. 
“ We know it is not a New 
Prosperity when two million 
Americans are thrown out of 
work in three years,” he said. 
“ It is not a Generation of Peace 
when our bombs rain death on 
the men. women and children 
of three Asian nations, and at 
this moment again escalate the 
endless, w'retched war in Viet­ 
nam into the North.” 
Lindsay criticized President 
Nixon for vetoing the Day Care

McGovern 


Assails New 


Bombing 


WASHINGTON 
(Ul'II-Scn. 
George s. McGovern, D-S.D., 
says intensified bombing of 
North Vietnam has put “ another 
padlock” on the cells of U.S. 
prisoners of war. 


’Die Democratic presidential 
candidate said the bombing 
raids this week were a “ new 
escalation” that belied Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s claims the war is 
winding down. 


“ This shocking escalation of 
the aerial assault on North Viet­ 
nam sinks us deeper into the 
quagmire of Indochina and, 
more important, makes it cer­ 
tain that none of our prisoners 
will he released,” McGovern 
said Monday. “ It puts another 
padlock on their cells.” 


McGovern said the raids were 
a “ final confession of the bank­ 
ruptcy of the Nixon policy of 
Vietnamization.” 


^After 10 years of assistance, 
over 55,000 American lives and 
more than $100 billion American 
dollars, the major efforts are 
still All-American,” McGovern 
said. 


Another member of Congress, 
Rep. Lester L. Wolff, D-N.Y., 
urged Nixon to address the 
nation on the air war in Indo­ 
china. 


“ I respectfully request you to 
present to the American people a 
full report on the extent of the 
current air campaign and its 
role in our Indochina policy,” 
Wolff said. “ The American pub­ 
lic has the right to know not only 
of the winding down of the war, 
but of the winding up as well.” 


Wolff said a Cornell University 
study showed that this year 
alohe the United States would 
drop on Indochina almost half of 
the 2 million ton bomb total it 
dropped during World War II. 


Wolff said he would call for 
congressional investigatioi 
the air war when Congres 
convenes next month. 


Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird told a news confer 


which led to the Nov. I, IS 
bombing halt called by form 
President Lyndon B. Johnson. 
The understandings were su 
posed to involve an end 


North Vietnem, and meaningful 
negotiations at the Paris talks. 
North Vietnam has denied it 
agreed to the points. 
Laird said that during the 
month of September, “ more 
planes of every type have been 
attacked than in any other 
month since I have been secre­ 
tary of defense.” He said the 
U.S. air raids were “ limited 
duration 
protective 
reaction 
strikes” designed to protect the 
remaining American forces in 
Vietnam. 
The Defense Secretary said 
the Pentagon was working on a 
report to Congress on bombing 
in Indochina. 
“ I would point out, however, 
that contrary to the impression 
that some have, we have sub­ 
stantially reduced the air activi­ 
ties in Southeast Asia,” Laird 
said. 
SANE, an antiwar group, Mon­ 
day sent presidential adviser 
Henry Kissinger a letter con­ 
tending the air raids would 
create “ more POWS, more cas­ 
ualties and more resistance.” 
“ There is an easier way,” the 
letter said. “ Set the date for total 
withdrawal and negotiate the 
safe exit of all U.S. forces.” 


No More Cash 
After March 1 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Starting March 1, the Agricul­ 
ture Department will halt the 
practice of allowing needy per­ 
sons to get up to 49 cents in 
caiih change when using food 
stamps at groceries. 
The department said it was 
halting the system, started a 
year ago, in response to criti­ 
cism from members of Con­ 
gress. It will go hack to the old 
practice of giving change in 
credit slips or tokens. 
Critics of the rash change 
plan had charged it could he 
abused by a person who made 
repeated small purchases to 
build up stocks of change for 
use in buying “ ineligible” items 
such as beer and cigarettes.

The ending of one year and 
beg inning of another is always 
a time for reflection and analy­ 
sis. Year-end assessments are 
the order of the day. And a key 
question must be, 
“ What is 
wrong with America?” 
The super-patriots brush this 
off with a militant, “Nothing is 
wrong ! 
This is the g reatest 
country in the history of the 
world . . .” etc., etc. The New 
Left malcontents respond to it 
with meaning less rhetoric. 
The fact is inescapable, how­ 
ever, 
that 
th e re are som e 
thing s wrong in and with the 
United States. We have too 
many confrontations and too 
little cooperation; too m uch 
obfuscation 
and 
too 
little 
straig ht talk: too much leg al­ 
ism and too little justice; too 
much turning to g overnment 
and too little enterprise. 
ALL 
t h e s e , 
h o w e v e r , 
are but symptoms. They are 
symptoms of a g eneral malaise 
in which we Americans no long ­ 
er have faith in ourselves and 
our fellows to solve with g ood­ 
will and initiative the problems 
that arise. Some of the drive 
has g one out of the United 
States. 
Because we have lost confid­ 
ence, we fumble and mill about 
in indecision. Because we have 
lost initiative, we keep trying 
to deleg ate decision-making to 
someone else. This has broug ht 
the hey-day of the bureaucrat 
and consultant, expert at sub­ 
stituting paper-shuffling and 
computerized data for hum an 
decision. 
Because we have lost faith in 
our ability to accomplish our 
g oals, 
we are afraid to set 
g oals. We no long er have con­ 
victions about what our schools 
should teach or even about 


what role relig ion should play 
in our lives. 
Because we have lost self- 
c onf i de nc e , we s u bs t i t u t e 
meaning less “ equality” for the 
principle of reward for accom­ 
plishm ent. And as John S. 
Knig ht put it in a recent col­ 
umn in the Detroit Free Press: 
‘ The much-derided work ethic 
is now being subordinated to a 
form of dilettantism which cul­ 
tivates a problem but never 
solves it.” 
Because of this loss of drive, 
of confidence, of initiative, we 
turn more and more to g overn­ 
ment to solve problems that it 
cannot solve — but which we 
could solve ourselves with will­ 
ing application. 
Thus g overnment g rows big ­ 
g er and more powerful; yet its 
power does not solve the prob­ 
lems. it merely oppresses the 
individual. 
ALONG THIS ROAD — still 
far away, but coming more into 
view as we continue our aim ­ 
less m arch — is a society in 
which free men reduce them ­ 
selves to slaves of the state, 110 
better off than those who now 
live under dictators in coun­ 
tries that never were free. 
The need is not for more 
reg ulations, more bureaucracy, 
more control. It is for realiza­ 
tion that the American Dream 
still lives, with g oals that far 
transcend those visible to our 
ancestors but are attainable by 
the same brand of self-reliant 
effort 
with 
which they con­ 
quered a wilderness. 
As Knig ht also put it: “ We 
need more profiles in courag e 
and fewer examples of reckless 
rhetoric, if indeed we are to 
celebrate with pride the forth­ 
coming bicentennial of our re­ 
public.”

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U.S. Bungling Incredible 
On India-Pakistan War

The incredible way 
in which the adm inistration’s stand on 
the India-Pakistan w ar was bung led is 
seen in all its needless risk ag ainst the 
backg round of a report out of the Brus­ 
sels NATO m eeting . This was shortly 
before the confusion of vjices on and off 
the record that left the United States 
alone am ong the w estern allies in taking 
sides in a w ar that was certain to be a 
horror for all concerned. 
Top insiders a t B russels reported that 
Sec. of State William P. Rog ers g ave an 
optim istic report on the prog ress of the 
SALT talks. In the full session of the 
council 
he was 
understandably m ore 
cautious, since this is like addressing a 
town m eeting of eag er babblers. 
Rog ers, according to reports out of the 
sm all g roup that heard him, went so far 
as to say that an ag reem ent covering 
defe nsive m issile s and perh a ps w ith 
some restrictions on offensive m issiles as 
well would be ready by May. It would be 
in shape for P resident Nixon to sig n 
along with P rem ier Alexei Kosyg in when 
he g oes to Moscow in May. 
TH E IM PA CT of television h a rdly 
needs underscoring . H ere is Mr. Nixon 
g iving solid evidence of his prom ise of a 
g eneration without war. In the g reat Hall 
of St. Georg e in the Krem lin under the 
television lig hts is the reality of that 
prom ise in 1968 in Miami Beach of the 
end of the era ot confrontation and the 
beg inning of the era of neg otiation. And 
this for a President seeking re-election in 
November. 
Quite aside from the political thrust, 
such an ag reem ent, however m odest in 
its initial form, would encourag e the hope 
that the fearful burden of nuclear w ea­ 
ponry m ig ht one day be lig htened. That 
is vital both to the Soviet Union and to 
the United States as the arm s race feeds 
inflation and puts increasing strains on 
the dom estic economy. 
By declaring that the President m ig ht 
have to reconsider his mission to Moscow 
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his adviser mi national security affati» , 
Henry Kissinfier, put all this in jeopardy. 
The intelliuenec traffic thus far m dnales 
little reaction out ot 
Moscow to 
implied threat. 
, 
, 
.. 
THE CONDUCT of the Soviet Union, it 
is hardly necessary to add, was indefensi­ 
ble. The 
S e c u r ity Council vetoes were 
obstacles to a cease-fire that mig ht have 
prevented some of the slaug hter. Moscow 
was bent on 
a “ victory” for India, 
thereby g reatly enlarg ing the position of 
the U.S.S.R. on the subcontinent. 
This naked power play would have 
been revelaed even m ore sharply in at 
its crudity if the United States had not 
eng ag ed in an inept 
e s s a y iti pow er 
politics that was bound to fail. Backing 
P akistan’s Yahya Khan for w hatever 
reason - and no one seems really to 
know why it happened —- was a pfttfe of 
extraordinary folly. Since he had little or 
no hold 
(» 1 1 his divided eountrj, the 
slig htest push would topple him. 
As thoug h this were not folly enoug h, it 
was topped by a loud, almost ludicrous, 
echo out of the era of g unboat diplom acy. 
With what was intended to be a m ystify­ 
ing now-you-see-il, now-you-don t, the nu­ 
clear-powered aircraft carrier E nterprise 
was sent into the Bay of Beng al. The all- 
too-transparent cover was a potential 
rescue operation for Americans and other 
W esterners trapped in E ast Pakistan'. 
AGAINST THE STAKE of a sm all 
success in the SALT talks this seem s like 
children 
playing with some of those 
lethal C hristinas toys. Britain, F ftnce, 
G erm any — the allies in the West — 
carefully avoided any entang lem ent w ith 
the fearful m ess in the subcontinent. The 
People’s Republic of China seem s to have 
been the United States’ only ally in a 
propag anda barrag e. 
It m ig ht be arg ued that as one of the 
superpow ers the United States had a 
responsibility to take sides. But if that 
w as an exercise in responsibility, heaven 
help us all! 


Japan Finds Its Foreign Aid 


Program Assailed As Too Little 


TOKYO UPI)—Belore he retired from 
tne prim e m inister's office. Teng ku Ab­ 
dul Rahm an of M alaysia scolded Japan 
for being too tricky in helping poorer 
nations. 
“ Japan otters loans, but it appears to 
me the loan is g iven with one hand and 
alm ost twice as m uch is taken back with 
the other hand,” R ahm an told newsm en 
in Tokyo. 
Japan claim s to g ive m ore foreig n aid 
to developing nations than any other 
country in the world except the United 
States. 
But m uch criticism is leveled at J a ­ 
pan's brand of foreig n aid. The g overn­ 
m ent devoted larg e parts of a recent 
white paper to recom m ending chang es so 
that Japan can win m ore friends abroad. 
THE CLOSE PARTNERSHIP between 
a conservative g overnm ent and energ etic 
business has g iven Japan the derisive 
nicknam e. “ Japan Incorporated." 
On its four m ajor islands, Japan Inc., 
has built the w orld's third larg est indus­ 
trial 
economy with 
a g ross national 
product (GXP) last year of 8201 billion, 
trailing only the United .States (about 81 
trillion) and the Soviet Union (500 billion). 
The Japanese g overnm ent says that its 
overseas aid in 197 0 totaled $1.8 24 billion, 
an increase of 44 per cent over 1969 and 
the larg est aid prog ram in the world 
afte r the United States. 
But critics say that, too m uch of J a ­ 
pan's assistance to developing nations is 
desig ned in larg e m easure to m ake other 
countries steady custom ers of Japan Inc.

THE GOVERNMENT S MINISTRY of 
International Trade and Industry ¡¿¿tied 
a white paper a few days ag o outlining 
J a pa n’s foreig n aid problems. 


The m inistry said that only 25 per cent 
of Ja pan's assistance to other countries 
com es from the g overnm ent. The other 
7 5 per cent is assistance extended by 
private industry and private business, 
the g overnm ent said. 
The g overnm ent’s contribution equaled 
only .23 of one per cent of Ja pa n’s GNP 
in 197 0. But g overnm ents in m ajor West­ 
ern nations were g iving .34 of one pe r 
cent of their total production to develop-* 
ing nations. 
To m ake m atters worse, the w hite 
paper said loans extended abroad by the 
Japanese g overnm ent carried an averag e 
annual interest rate of 3.59 per .pent, 
while western industrial nations w ere 
charg ing only 2.7 perc ent.

It is no wonder that Ja pa n’s econom ic 
assistance is often criticized by develop­ 
ing nations as constituting economie-'ag - 
g ression,” the Japan Tim es said in an 
editorial. “ We urg e that Japan should 
increase the am ount of g ratuitous aids as 
well as to prom ote more technical assist­ 
ance by properly assessing the critical 
and chang ing needs of the developing 
nations.” 


The trade m inistry’s white paper rec­ 
om mended that the Japanese g overn­ 
m ent put more into foreig n aid and 
reduce interest term s to the prevailing 
international level.

After pacing 
the streets between realtors 
and finding nothing , they were 
ready to g ive up when they put 
a tiny want ad in the Independ- 
ent-Journal. An insurance man 
who was g oing out of business 
responded. He wanted them to 
fulfill his lease. 
“ When we rented the store 
w*e went out to lunch to cele­ 
brate and toasted each other ‘to 
our friendship, may it still be in 
January ’,” Alice said. 
They learned that it is rare to 
just open and close a store 
because it is too expensive.

THAT EVENING their hus­ 
bands and five children broug ht 
a dinner of fried chick en and 
martinis to the tired business­ 
women. who were still at their 
shop mak ing last-minute prepa­ 
rations. 
Evaluating their experience, 
they said they learned that they 
would not want to k eep a store 
alone. There would be nobody 
to laug h with about funny little 
thing s, to share worries with 
and talk over idaas on how to 
display and advertise. Two 
heads are better than one they 
ag reed. And the two women 
said each had many friends 
who becam e custom ers and 
contributors. 
"If we do it ag ain next y ear it 
would not be as much fun, more 
of a business thing . This y ear 
we didn't k now what we were 
doing . It was an adventure,” 
Alice said. 
Certain that they did well and 
made a nice profit. Mrs. Wilton 
Kuffel admits, “Any man would 
have check ed his book s by now 
to see exactly what the profit 
was, but well do that after 
C hristm as.” Another reason 
sh e feels successful is the ven­ 
ture has been a g ood learning 
experience. 
"I have a feeling that this 
may be the answer to women's 
liberation, to work and still be 
at home. Our contributors have 
a sense of worth about what 
they mak e.”

“ There is less ov ert sex u al 
activ ity than occu rs between 
com parable college stu dents 
liv ing separately . T here is 
mu ch less anx iety abou t week ­ 
end datles and m ale-fem ale 
friendships. An air of healthy 
camaraderie with a sharing of 
mu tu al interests perv ades the 
dormitories: 
Girls help boy s 
with their lau ndry . Stu dy ing is 
done together. 
“ The emphasis is not on sex 
bu t, rather, there is a relax ed 
g iv e -a nd -ta k e re la tionship. 
When sex u al relationships do 
arise, they tend to be deeper 
and more meaningfu l, with less 
tendency to be ex ploitativ e. 
“ Stu dents liv ing in a coedu ca­ 
tional setting dev elop a more 
realistic u nderstanding of their 
own sex u al identity and that of 
the opposite gender. They are 
better eq u ipped to u nderstand 
the nu ances of the male-female

The most su ccessfu l k inds are 
those that mak e a decorativ e 
statement du ring the day , bu t 
allow for easy transition into a 
total bed. Simmons, the k ing of 
the classic sleep-sofa concept, 
has introdu ced a series of hand­ 
some day beds with patterned 
u pholstered bolsters and match­ 
ing bedcov ers. Some of the 
u nits hav e frames cov ered in a 
slick , wet-look v iny l. The u nits 
ride on heav y -du ty casters for 
easy mobility and q u ick bed- 
mak ing. The cov erlets on this 
particu lar grou p are q u ilted 
and cu t to ju st conceal the 
m attress section so the v isu al 
effect is y ou ng, crisp and trim. 
TEEN-AGERS may not need 
to sleep in the liv ing room, bu t 
their bedrooms are definitely 
fu ll-time env ironments so Sim­ 
mons has co-ordinated sev eral 
day beds and called them Teen- 
Mates.

By HELEN THOMAS 
WASHINGTON (UPI)—If y ou 
think “ Dear Abbie” is tu ned in 
on people’s trou bles, y ou shou ld 
read P at Nix on’s mail. 
Ju st ask soft-spok en Gwen 
King, director of the First La­ 
dy ’s correspondence who 
si 
fts 
throu gh hu ndreds of letters a 
day and sends them to Mrs. 
Nix on for replies. 
“She really cares abou t her 
m ail,” Mrs. King said. “She 
has an eagle ey e and can go to 
the heart of a letter. She wants 
her mail answered promptly . 
She answers many personally .” 
The President’s wife spends 
abou t fou r hou rs a day on the 
letters that pou r in at the rate 
of well ov er a thou sand a week , 
depending on White Hou se 
news. They range from heart­ 
rending req u ests for help to 
childish scrawls, say ing: “ We 
lov e y ou Mrs. Nix on.” 
MRS. KING said that “aston­ 
ishingly little” of the mail is 
critical or “ k ook y .” Some letter 
writers do ask her why she is 
spending tax money on White 
Hou se restoration. They are 
told that the President's hou se, 
lik e their own home, gets lots of

“ wear and tear.” She also ex ­ 
plains that wealthy donors con­ 
tribu te to the refu rbishing. 
After Mrs. Nix on pu t pres­ 
su re on the President to name a 
woman to the Su preme Cou rt — 
and he didn’t —there were let­ 
ters say ing her hu sband “ has 
let her down.” 


Mrs. King said Mrs. Nix on 
seems to work magic in reach­ 
ing ou t to help others. She cited 
a y ou ng girl who wrote Mrs. 
Nix on that she was “ v ery poor 
and had been cau ght shop­ 
lifting” and wondered whether 
the First Lady cou ld help her 
get a job. 
She said they drafted a sy m­ 
pathetic letter bu t when Mrs. 
Nix on look ed at it she said, 
“ Bu t- Gwen, she needs help.” 
As a resu lt, they fou nd that 
there is a Civ il Serv ice Rehabi­ 
litation Serv ice for first offend­ 
ers. It helped the girl get a job. 
Mrs. King said one of the 
most poignant letters the First 
Lady has written went to Mary 
P erk ins of Sw eetw ater, Fla. 
The 10-y ear-old girl was beaten 
u p by neighborhood teen-agers 
last y ear after she spent her $10 
in Christmas money to bu y gifts 
for some Negro k ids who were 
ev icted from their home. 
“THEY KNOCKED her off 
her bik e and called her ’nigger 
lov er’,” Mrs. King said. 
In a letter to Mary , Mrs. 
Nix on said: “ I’v e read an ac­ 
cou nt of y ou r deed of k indness 
du ring the Christmas season

(I-J Special Report) 
REDONDO BEACH - Mrs. 
J.H. of Redondo Beach is a 
child-abu ser. 


For fou r y ears, she ex plains, 
she stru ggled with an u ncon­ 
trollable u rge to sev erely pu n­ 
ish her dau ghter. When she 
tried to obtain cou nseling, so­ 
cial agencies told her she 
“ didn’t fit into the right catego­ 
ry ” for treatm ent. One after­ 
noon, she attempted to strangle 
her child; desperate, she con­ 
fronted the local child-gu idance 
clinic. If they didn’t do some­ 
thing to help her, she threat­ 
ened, they ’d be gu ilty of her 
dau ghter’s death. Finally , she 
was placed in therapy . 


Her case is not u nu su al. Doc­ 
tors say that child abu se contin­ 
u es to be a m ajor problem in 
this cou ntrv . When discov ered 
by au thorities, the battered 
child can receiv e special care. 
Bu t, as Mrs. J.H. fou nd, little 
help is av ailable for the trou ­ 
bled parents. 
Often, these 
adu lts hav e grown u p as abu sed 
children themselv es, and they 
are continu ing the child-beating 
cy cle. 


Encou raged by her therapist, 
Mrs. J.H. dev eloped an idea. “ I 
decided,” she ex plains, “ that if 
alcoholics cou ld stop drink ing 
by getting together, and gam ­ 
blers cou ld stop gam bling, 
m ay be the sam e principle 
wou ld work for abu sers, too.” 
EARLY IN 19 70 she started 
ru nning a series of newspaper 
ads, “ Mothers Anony mou s, for 


moms who blow their cool with 
their k ids — call 379 -6 89 6 .” 


More than 200 mothers called 
her and then joined M.A. Cu r­ 
rently two grou ps meet in a 
chu rch in Redondo Beach, an­ 
other in Long Beach, and a 
fou rth at Corona Women’s Pris­ 
on (for women not helped in 
time). 


Most abu sers find that they 
can be rehabilitated in a short 
time. An M.A. psy chiatric con­ 
su ltant say s that almost all 
mothers can stop beating their 
children after three m onths 
with a grou p. Nev ertheless, the 
m others continu e to attend 
meetings. 


Althou gh a professional cou n­ 
selor attends each meeting, the 
mothers do most of the talk ing. 


“ What we hav e here,” say s 
Mrs. J.H., “ is not a confronta­ 
tion grou p, not Freu dian analy ­ 
sis. I gu ess y ou ’d call it lay ­ 
m en’s reality therapy .

her own fau lts. When a mother 
starts losing control, it’s u rgent 
that this child be remov ed tem ­ 
porarily .

Not Many Women 
On State Panels 


Only 8 per cent of appointees 
serv ing on C alifornia state 
boards and commissions are 
women, a su rv ey by the Wom­ 
en’s Eq u ity Action Leagu e of 
California has fou nd. 


Of the 188 policy -m ak ing 
boards and commissions of the 
sta te , only 55 hav e women 
members, 
reports WEAL. It 
noted especially a lack of wom­ 
en members on all state hospi­ 
tal adv isory hoards, and in the 
adu lt au thority , disaster cou n­ 
cil. employ ees retirem ent sy s­ 
tem, gov ernment organization 
and efficiency , medical ex amin­ 
ers rev iew, narcotic addiction 
ev alu ation, real estate, UCLA 
ne u rops y c hia tric ins titu te , 
shorthand reporters, ju dicial 
q u alifications, pu blic u tilities 
com m ission, u niform s ta te 
laws, u nemploy ment insu rance 
appeals, and work men’s com­ 
pensation. 


The su rv ey was made of the 
boards and commissions in ef­ 
fect in September 19 70, bu t, 
stated WEAL, “ there is no rea­ 
son to believ e that there are 
su bstantial v ariations from 
these figu res one y ear later."

State appointments are made 
by the gov ernor and in some 
cases mu st be confirmed by the 
state senate. 
WEAL said that the pu blic 
shou ld be represented on all 
boards and commissions and its 
report conclu ded, “ u ntil we 
hav e some ex tended ex perience 
of su bstantial nu mbers of wom­ 
en on policy -mak ing bodies, we 
cannot be su re that the pu blic’s 
or women’s (53 per cent of the 
popu lation) interests are being 
well-serv ed.”

Revised Marin City 
Plan Draws Frowns 


The Marin City Council last 
night got its first look at the 
“ rev ised” v ersion of Phase I of 
the community ’s master plan 
and did not like what it saw. 


The council set 7 :30 p.m. 
Thursday for an adjourned 
meeting to study and change 
the plan. The council will then 
adjourn until 7 :30 p.m. nex t 
Monday when it will meet with 
representativ es of the planning 
firm to present the commu­ 
nity ’s ideas on the plan. 


The firm of Kennard, Silv ers, 
Whisler and Patri of San Fran­ 
cisco has been hired to make a 
$7 5,000 study of the area, with 
the U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Dev elopment pay ing 
$50,000 under a 7 01 grant to­ 
ward the study , and Marin 
County contributing $25,000 in 
kind. 


The council and members of 
the community had gone ov er 
the preliminary draft with rep­ 
resentativ es of the planning 
firm earlier this month, but the 
“ rev ised” v ersion giv en last 
night did not v ary from the 
earlier one, agreed council 
members and some members 
of the audience. 


The council members said the 
community did not believ e it 
had adequate, police and fire 
protection, but said statements 
to the contrary remained in the 
rev ised report. 


Chairman Samuel L. Banks 
J r. pointed out that the tex t 
said the county redev elopment 
agency and county housing au­ 
thority had completed negotia­ 
tions with California Dev elop­ 
ment Co., whereas on Dec. I t, 
the Marin County Board of Su­ 
perv isors delay ed until J an. 18 
a swap of 112 acres of ridgeland 
for 80 acres of flatland with the 
dev elopment company . 


Other items which the council 
and most of the 18 -member 
audience agreed on were that 
the gov ernm ent should pur­ 
chase the ridgelands from the 
dev elopment company for the 


$-140,000 which it paid for the 
112 acres since i9 60, that Marin 
Transit Co. should be made 
part of the ov erall plan of bus 
transportation in the county , 
that both the ridgelands and 
flatlands should be planned at 
the same time. 


They also agreed that they 
would like Manzanita School 
reopened. Howev er they disa­ 
greed with the statement that 


they were satisfied with the 
lev el of education on both the 
elementary and high school lev ­ 
els. 


Closed Meeting 


The Rohnert Bark City Coun­ 
cil will meet in closed session 
at 7 :30 p.m. today to interv iew 
candidates for the job of golf 
professional at tin* municipal 
golf course. 


Although the council did not 
v ote on any of the matters, 
Banks and other council mem­ 
bers asked those in the audi­ 
ence to make an in-depth study 
of the report on Phase I and 
hav e their ideas ready to 
present at the Thursday night 
meeting. They asked that the 
few copies of the plan av ailable 
be circulated throughout the 
community . 
The only other item taken up 
at the meeting was setting Feb. 
11 for a council election. Banks 
named council members Melv in 
Atkins 
and 
Roosev elt 
Van 
Dy ke, and representativ es of 
the community , Rov ce McLe- 
more, Lee Volla and Michael 
Washington to an election com­ 
mittee. 
The committee was instruct­ 
ed to see how many council 
positions were up for election 
and propose all the candidates’ 
papers.

Book Sales 
Not So Hot 


Only 118 par v alue “ conv en­ 
ience books” of commuter tick­ 
ets were sold y esterday on the 
Golden Gate Bridge, about one- 
quarter the former v olume 
when the books were discounted 
by 20 per cent. 
Yesterday was the first work­ 
day for commuters since the 
discount ended Christmas. 
Gen. Mgr. Dale W. Luehring 
said the sale was “ not that 
bad” considering the holiday 
season, and noted the last-min­ 
ute rush sale of discount books 
last week had cut into new 
sales. Some 3,350 reserv e books 
had to be hand-stamped to han­ 
dle the rush last week, he said. 
While a trend may show by 
mid-J anuary how well commut­ 
ers like the new books, their 
first true popularity test will 
come after Feb. 20, when the 
discount books ex pire. Luehring 
said. 
He long has argued that “ con­ 
v enience books” were neces­ 
sary to prev ent worse traffic 
jams at the toll booths. Han­ 
dling cash and making change 
takes just seconds enough long­ 
er to make all the difference 
between a brief delay and se­ 
v ere congestion, he figures. 
'Hie new $10 books hav e 20 
tickets, fiv e fewer than in the 
discount books. The bridge tick­ 
ets are interchangeable on the 
Sausalito ferry and on the com­ 
muter bus serv ice starting 
Monday . 


Prisoner Dashes 
From Hospital

Benton, 82, To Do Another Mural 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UP!) 
Thomas 
Hart 
Benton, 
who 
swore off murals 10 y ears ago, 
has contracted for his first mu­ 
ral and his first major work 
since then. He is 82, 
“ I’m going to do one more 
mural,” he said, “ commemo­ 
rating J oplin’s centennial.” 
The artist’s subject, the rois­ 
tering mining community of J o­ 
plin, Mo., near the turn of the 
century , should lend itself well 
to Benton’s lov e of the bold and 
the earthy . 
Some of Benton’s work in the 
past has been so earthy that it 
touched off storms of controv er­ 
sy in less permissiv e times. A 
mural in the Missouri Capitol at 
.J efferson City depicts such a 
seamy side of the state’s histo­ 
ry that the battle ov er it raged 
for y ears. 
Benton already has done con­ 
siderable research and some 
sketching for the new mural, 
which he will paint in his studio 
amid a welter of old and nearly 
empty paint pots, brushes in 
good to dubious condition, as­ 
sorted easels and paint-stained 
rags. 


A pot bellied stov e lends at­ 
mosphere to the room, in a 
onetime carriage house with 
wood floors roughened by the 
artist’s heav y shoes. Benton, 
wearing a plaid wool shirt, sits 
on a stool by the radiator below 
the north windows while he 
talks with v isitors. 
“ That stov e,” he say s of the 
pot-bellied relic, “ is purely for 
emergencies.” 
“ I’m going to do the whole 
mural right here,” he said. “ If 
I had to get up on a ladder 
again I wouldn’t hav e done it.” 
The mural, roughly 14 feet by 
5*2 feet, will hang in the J oplin. 
Municipal Building, where it is 
to be unv eiled in the spring of 
19 7 3. 
ft will depict mining scenes 
recalled from an era in which 
Benton, as a teen-ager, serv ed 
with a surv ey crew. He was 
born in Neosho, Mo., about 20 
miles south of J oplin, and went 
to J oplin when he was 17. 
Benton credits a nude on the 
wall of a J oplin tav ern with 
prompting, v ery indirectly , his 
decision to become an artist. 
The nude “ won't Ik ; in the 


mural,” he said, “ but I will be. 
I’ll be there, either painting the 
mural or as a y oung 
cartoonist.” 


Benton onfon rev ealed in an 
autobiography that a group of 
men who saw him looking ab- 
sorbedly at the nude on his first 
v isit to the tav ern kidded him 
about it so much that he told 
them he was interested in the 
painting only as an artist. When 
he told his tormentors that he 
was out of work they led him to 
the offices of the old J oplin 
American, where he applied for 
a job. To demonstrate his skill 
he sketched a man in a drug 
store across the street, his first 
work directly from a liv ing 
person, and got the job. 


“ I don’t think it. had ev er 
occurred to me before that I 
wanted to be an artist,” Benton 
wrote. 


Benton w’as paid $14 a week 
for his labors on the J oplin 
newspaper. He said he will 
receiv e $60,000 for the J oplin 
mural and “ that’s not too high. 
In fact it’s not high at all, 
ev ery thing considered.” 
,

HUB' S GAL FRIDAY 
Mrs. Gannon Retiring 
After Two Decades

For the past two decades 
Anita Gannon has greeted thou­ 
sands of visitors to San Ansel- 
mo City Hall, been Gal Friday 
to dozens of city officials and 
handled a flood of paperwork 
that probably would fill a city 
library. 
Still, Mrs. Gannon, who will 
retire as city clerk Friday, said 
yesterday the town hasn't 
changed much since she took 
office at the invitation of a 
lriend in 1952. 
Since then, Mrs. Gannon. 66', 
has been returned to the job by 
voters four times. 
She said the city was an 
established suburban commu­ 
nity when she became city 
clerk, and that a modest popu­ 
lation growth has not disturbed 
that image. The city now counts 
13,031 residents. 
*Tt hasn’t changed a lot/* 
said the silver-haired grand­ 
mother. "The downtown area’s 
about the same, except that a 
few novelty stores have been 
added.” 
While San Anselmo seems to 
have resisted the suburban 
boom. Mrs. Gannon has been in 
the middle of numerous admin­ 
istrative changes at city hall. 
The most drastic has been a 
change in the governmental 
structure — from the council­ 
man form, under which councii- 
men serve as department 
heads, to the mayor-council 
form, under which a paid ad­ 
ministrator serves as chief mu­ 
nicipal official. 


Mrs. Gannon, a native San 
Franciscan who has lived in 
San Anselmo since 1938. origi- 
cally was hired when the for­ 
mer city clerk moved out of 
town. "A woman who worked 
here called me and asked me if 
I'd take it. and I did," she said. 
‘T felt like the dog lady when 
I first came here." Mrs. Gan­ 
non said, explaining she began 
work during the annual rush by 
citizens to renew dog licenses. 
"I knew the name of every dog 
in town.” 
Of the city couneilmen who 
have come and gone, Mrs. Gan­ 
non said she admires former 
Mayor John M. Reichmuth the 
most. 4'He kept so calm and 
had the ability to deal with 
people,” she said. 
When Mrs. Gannon departs, 
her duties will be split formally 
between two persons. Helen Ra­ 
gan, wife of a former mayor, 
will continue taking minutes at 
city council meetings, and a 
new appointee will handle office 
administrative chores on a 
part-time basis. 
4‘There has been a lot of 
pleasantness working here,” 
said Mrs. Gannon, a widow 
with three children and seven 
grandchildren. "Whoever gets 
the job will like it.” 
Mrs. Gannon, who lives at 46 
Magnolia Avenue, plans a quiet 
retirement, except for a round 
of visits with friends and family 
soon after she leaves. 
Will she miss her work? 4iOh, 
I know I'll miss it,” she said. 


Professor Finding A Way 
To Kill Off Brown Rats 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla. — 
A physiology professor at the 
University of Oklahoma Medi­ 
cal Center hopes to capitalize 
on a genetic flaw in some rats 
to destroy the whole species. 
Dr. Allen J. Stanley has dis­ 
covered that some common 
brown rats have a genetic quirk 
— a small patch of white fur on 
their foreheads that shouldn't 
have been there. The rat so 
marked carries within him the 
seeds, quite literally, of his own 
destruction, and the destruction 
of the species, it is a sterility 
gene that — paradoxically -— 
can be bred into the rats to 
drastically reduce their number 
of offspring. 
Stanley says the C.S. could 
reduce its rat population of 90 
million to non-problem levels in 
less than the eight years he has 
been working on the genetic 
characteristic. The common 
brown rat is, says Dr. Stanley, 
the most stubborn of all pests 
plaguing mankind. He is a per­ 
fect parasite because he has 
learned to live more closely 
with man than any other ani­ 
mal except the dog. 
This rat thrives on man’s 
food, has no natural enemies, 
he’s too smart for traps or 


poison and he’s too prolific to 
control. 
The discovery of the sterility 
gene, a byproduct of a cancer 
research project, will, says Dr. 
Stanley, turn ‘‘the rats’ mara­ 
thon mating game into rodent 
roulette. The females can have 
offspring if they mate with a 
wild rat, but they will pass 
along the dead-end gene to half 
of their offspring. Half of the 
males will be sterile, half of the 
females will carry the gene to 
pass onto the next, and dwin­ 
dling, generation.” 
A field test will be under­ 
taken someplace in Oklahoma 
within the next few months.

On Best Of Days 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PD - 
President Nixon may or may 
not have planned it, but the 
dates for his forthcoming trip to 
Peking fall during the most 
significant part of the Chinese 
calendar. 
The President’s announced 
itinerary puts him in Peking on 
Feb. 21, the seventh and most 
auspicious day of the 10-day 
Chinese New Year season and 
the day ancient tradition dic­ 
tates is most favorable for hu­ 
man relations. 


The lunar calendar year 4670 
arrives in China on Feb. 15. 
According to tradition, the first 
10 days of the new year are 
dedicated to, successively, 
chickens, dogs, pigs, ducks, cat­ 
tle. horses, human beings, rice 
and cereal, fruit and vegeta­ 
bles. and barley and corn. 
Furthermore, say Chinese 
Americans in San Francisco, if 
the sun shines on Feb. 21, the 
whole year will be a bright one 
for mankind. 
The timing of the mission is 
fortuitous from another stand­ 


point. During the portentous 
New Year period, the Chinese 
take pains to avoid disagree­ 
ments lest the future he clouded 
by contention. 


Accordingly, the Chinese try 
to settle debts before New 
Year’s Day and treat others 
with patience and benignity for 
the 10-day period.

End Statue

NEW YORK (UPI^-A federal 
judge today ordered 16 Vietnam 
veterans to end their two-day 
takeover of the Statue of Liber­ 
ty but said they could remain 
on the premises during visiting 
hours as long as they did not 
interfere with visitors to the 
national monument. 
Judge Lawrence W. Pierce 
issued a temporary restraining 
order directing the veterans “ to 
open the doors, (and) remove 
all obstructions as w'ell as 
themselves except during nor­ 
mal visiting hours.” 
VETERANS COMPLY 
Shortly before noon, the 
veterans left the statue in com­ 
pliance with the restraining or­ 
der. 
The 16 removed barricades 
from a triple set of doors and 
emerged with raised, clenched 
fists. They carried a large ban­ 
ner reading “ Vietnam Veterans 
Against the War.” 
Pierce, in his ruling today, 
ordered the veterans to “ con­ 
duct themselves according to 
the regulations of the National 
Park Service.” He said the 
group was entitled “ to peaceful­ 
ly speak and assemble, to 
peacefully petition the govern­ 
ment and-or to peacefully dem­ 
onstrate outside the Statue of 
Liberty itself during the normal 
visiting hours of 9:15 a.m. to 
5:15 p.m.” 
The veterans, members of the 
Vietnam Veterans Against the 
War (WAW), came to the is­ 
land on the last sightseeing 
boat Sunday, barricaded them­ 
selves inside and then Monday 
refused a government compro­ 
mise that would have opened 
the statue but allowed them to 
camp on Liberty Island where 
it stands. 
The veterans said they took 
the action to dramatize their 
stand against the continuing 
war in Indochina. 
A GOOD GIRL’ 
“ She’s a good old girl,” Ray 
Grodecki, one of the veterans 
on the island, said of the statue. 
. “ We recognized what she 
should represent and that’s why 
we’ve chosen this site.” 
The veterans said they w'ould 
leave the statue if a W AW 
statement was printed in the 
Pacific edition of Stars and 
Strips, the edition of the official 
Army newspaper which goes to 
Vietnam, and was broadcast 
over the Armed Forces Net­ 
work. 
Col. William Koch, editor of 
the Pacific edition, said in To­ 
kyo a news story and photo­ 
graph of the occupation would 
be run on the front page of 
today’s edition but he would not 
accede to the demands for the 
statement. 
“ What editor would?” he 
said. 
The Statue of Liberty protest 
was one of three conducted 
Monday in connection with the 
W AW . About 60 veterans in 
Philadelphia barricaded them­ 
selves in the Betsy Ross House, 
the building where the first 
American flag was made, 
which is also a national monu­ 
ment. Police broke in and ar­ 
rested about 20 persons. 
TRAVIS PROTEST 
Four civilians and 18 Army 
drug patients barricaded them­ 
selves in the second floor ward 
of a hospital at Travis Air 
Force Base in California. They 
voluntarily abandoned their 
barricades later. 
A spokesman for the WAW 
at Valley Forge, Pa., where the 
group is encamped at the na­ 
tional park, said about 20C 
veterans planned protests in 
Washington today. He said a 
rally was planned at the Lin­ 
coln Memorial. 
A squad of special National 
Park Service rangers equipped 
with helmets, riot sticks and 
sidearms spent most of Monday 
at the site of the Statue oi 
Liberty. With no eviction order, 
they left.

Decision On Mideast War Due Soon

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat met in Cairo for 4 1-2 
hours today with the nation s 
political leadership to reach 
what Cairo Radio described as 
the “ final decision” on war or 
peace with Israel. 


Today’s meeting was attend­ 
ed by Foreign Minister Mah­ 
moud Hiad who said Monday 
war with Israel is “ inevitable” 
and that there can be no alter- 


native to a military settlement 
of the Middle East conflict: 
With the situation appearing 
more ominous almost daily, 
Jordanian Premier Ahmed cl 
Law'zi said in Amman today 
that Jordan would welcome sol­ 
diers from other Arab nations 
into the country to strengthen 
the eastern front against Israel. 


The Middle East News Agen­ 
cy said Sadat “ explained the 
situation from all its angles” to 
the 360-members of the Peo­ 


ple’s Council (Parliament)and 
the 230-strong Central Commit­ 
tee of the Arab Socialist Union, 
Egypt’s only political party. 


Cairo Radio said Sadat then 
asked the joint session to ‘par­ 
ticipate in formulating the cru­ 
cial decision.” Government offi­ 
cials said Abdel Salam Zayyat, 
the first secretary of the Social­ 
ist Union, would make a public 
statement later. 
The joint session of parlia­ 
ment and party was the first of 


its kind. It followed a series of 
meetings between Arab coun­ 
tries to coordinate military and 
economic strategy against Is­ 
rael and followed repeated Sad­ 
at statements that the question 
of war or peace must be set­ 
tled. 
Lt. Gen. Mohammad Ahmed 
Sadek, the Egyptian War Minis­ 
ter, detailed the military side of 
any forthcoming conflict, the 
Middle East News Agency said. 
Lawzi, in an interview with 


U PI correspondent John Bonar 
in Amman, said any Arab 
troops coming into Jordan must 
be under Jordanian command. 
In the past war Egypt fought on 
the western Sinai front and 
Jordan, Syria and Iraq on the 
Eastern front. 
Although Sadat often has said 
that 1971 w'ould be the year of 
decision whether Middle East 
problems would be solved by 
peace or wfar, there were indica­ 
tions he may allow more time for 
a political settlement, including 
the peacemaking mission of 
U N. mediator Gunnar V. Jar-

Across-Ocean 
Kidney Plant 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI>-A 
surgeon flew a kidney from San 
Francisco to Holland for a suc­ 
cessful transplant operation on 
a Leyden University patient, 
the University of California 
Hospital announced Monday. 


I)r. Samuel Kountz, codirec­ 
tor of UC’s Kidney Transplant 
Center said the trans-Atlantic 
kidney transfer was the first of 
its kind and that it w-as now 
theoretically possible to move 
the organs anywhere in the 
w'orld for such operations. 


Dr. Folkert O. Belzer, an 
associate professor of surgery 
carried the kidney in a 26.4 
pound corLniner he invented 
three years ago. The kidney 
was immersed in human blood 
plasma and kept at a constant 
four degrees centigrade, per­ 
mitting it to remain usable for 
72 hours. 
Kountz said the kidney was 
taken from an unidentified man 
who died here Christmas- Eve 
and was transplanted in a 41- 
year-old recipient at Holland's 
Academic Hospital.

Credit Card May Be Extinct 
By 1980 — Too Many Abuses 


MENLO PARK (UPIt- In­ 
stead of taking over, credit 
curds may become ex’inct by 
1980, according to a Stanford 
Research Institute economist. 
lb«* reason: Abuses ar»‘ so 
widespread that some credit 
•card companies may be losing 
as much as half their gross 
profits. 
"Criminals have begun to use 
stolen cards instead of guns,” 
Ray Zablocki wrote in SRI’s 


publication, “ Investments in 
Tomorrow ” If«; said a stolen 
card sells for between $75 and 
$200 in the New York area. 
"I understand that the air­ 
lines make few credit checks on 
the typical credit earti,” Za­ 
blocki said. “ That means a 
stolen card user couJd quite 
possibly get from fh<; East to 
the West Coast free. 
“ lb* could even buy a couple 
of extra tickets and cash them 


in or sell them at a discount. 
Then when he got out here, he 
could run up quite a bill, be­ 
cause communications between 
the East and West Coast in 
terms of credit verification are 
so poor.” 
Present methods of curbing 
losses due to stolen cards have 
been largely ineffective, Za­ 
blocki said. 
Effective methods are possi­ 
ble, such as voice prints or 


fingerprints to verify the card 
owner, or even a computer 
system that would record each 
customer’s purchases as he 
makes them and compared to 
his “ spending profile.” 


“ But. the practical difficulties 
of developing such a system 
and getting all the credit card 
companies to agree to use it are 
mind-boggling,” he said.

More than 1.200 strains of salmo nella hav e 
been isolated? and all are cap able of cau sing 
infection (salmo nello sis) in man. Any food is a 
p o tential so u rce as co ntaminatio n may o ccu r 
du ring p ro du ctio n, handling, o r 
sto rage. Transmissio n of these 
bacteria is eacy becau se many 
foods are p ro cessed and p ack­ 
aged in great co mmu nal kitch­ 
ens. It is easy to u nderstand 
what hap p ens when one of the 
kitchens beco mes co ntaminat­ 
ed.

POULTRY, 
m eats, 
eggs, and dairy p ro du cts are 
the mo st freq u ent tro u ble mak­ 
ers. One infected tu rkey , chick­ 
en, du ck, o r egg cou ld co ntami­ 
nate u tensils, tables, and o ther 
item s in p ro cessing p lants, 
m arkets, o r a ho me kitchen.

Medical Asso ciatio n, Canadian 
p sy chiatrists became the first 
medical p eo p le in the world to 
o p p o se what they called the 
USSR’s “ m edically crim inal 
acts,” which they fou nd co mp a­ 
rable to the Nazis’ misu se of 
medicine. 
Since then there’s been little 
ex cep t a reso u nding silence 
fro m the rest of the wo rld's 
medical bodies. 
Nor fu rther “p ro o f” is av ail­ 
able. in the fo rm of a rem arka­ 
ble testimo ny by one of the 
v ictims. Zho res Medv edev , a 
bio chemist and writer of inter­ 
natio nal rep u te, has co llabo rat­ 
ed with his twin bro ther Roy to 
tell the sto ry of p sy chiatry mis­ 
u sed against him fo r p o litical 
v engence: A Qu estion of Mad­ 
ness, p u blished by Macmillan. 
Medv edev was the centre of 
an internatio nal o u tcry when 
the So v iets fo rcibly p u t him in a 
m ental ho sp ital in 197 0 o n 
gro u nds that he showed sy mp ­ 
to ms of “ incip ient schizo p hren­ 
ia” and “ p arano id delu sio ns.” 
They recko ned witho u t his 
u nu su al bro ther, his interna­ 
tio nal statu re and the co u rage 
of o ther scientists and p erso nal­ 
ities in the USSR to abando n 
safety and p ro test on his behalf. 
Su ch lu m inaries as P y o tr 
Kap itsa, Andrei Sakharo v , Igo r 
Tamm, Alex ander So lzhenitsy n, 
M .I. R o m m and A le x a nd e r 
Tv ardo v sky jo ined the “ Free 
Medv edev ” mo v ement. 
After 19 day s he was released 
— bu t ev en now’ he is o fficially 
labeled and stignm atized as 
being mentally u nstable. 
The Medv edev bro thers hav e 
cast discretio n fu rther to the 
winds, to tell their inside sto ry 
fo r two reaso ns: One, becau se 
the KGB reneged on its p ro mise 
to cleanse his reco rd, and two, 
to help right a terrible wro ng 
being inflicted on o thers. 
Fo r ev ery Medv edev in a 
p sy chiatric p riso n, there are 
sco res of o thers fo r whom no 
o ne p ro tests su ccessfu lly . 
Zhores fou nd o u t he was in­ 
carcerated “on o rders fro m the 
p arty ,” and the lo cal KGB. 
There is bitterness and anger, 
bu t detached academic analy sis 
in the Medv edev tale. It is no t a 
p o lemic o r a diatribe, thu s it 
rings with mo re au thenticity . 
Su m m arizing, the bo rthers 
make bro ad o bserv atio ns abo u t 
the Sov iet sy stem. Zho res no tes 
that in mo st co u ntries law and 
medicine are not a p art of the 
state sy stem, bu t that in the 
So v iet Unio n “to talitarian cen­ 
tralizatio n . . . has made it p o s­ 
sible to u se medicine as a. 
means of go v ernment co ntro l 
and p o litical regu latio n.” 
He adds: “If things go on like 
this it will end u p with healthy , 
sane p eo p le sitting in madho u s­ 
es while dangero u s mental eas­ 
es will walk abo u t freely , den­ 
ied the treatm ent they need.” 
Ap ologists fo r the Sov iet Un­ 
ion, and tho se anx io u s to see 
ev en the smallest indicatio n of 
“ p ro gress,” like to p o int o u t 
that things aren’t as bad as 
they were u nder Stalin, w’hen 
p eo p le simp ly disap p eared and 
were sho t. 
This is a false argu ment. It is 
like ex cu sing Christian dep rav i-

This y ear many wage earners 
claimed fewer ex emp tio ns than 
they were entitled to increase 
withho lding and make the tax 
du e little o r no thing w’hen re­ 
tu rns are filed. 
This sho u ld be u nnecessary in 
197 2 for wage earners with fam ­ 
ilies, the IRS said, becau se the

“ A so ciety canno t be genu inely 
demo cratic if the right of the 
m ajo rity to go v ern is not se­ 
cu re, if the majo rity is u nable 
to take decisio ns and imp le­ 
ment them. Ho wev er, neither 
can there be genu ine dem o cra­ 
cy if the right to ex p ress and 
defend mino rity op inion is also 
not p ro tected . . . Ou r p o litical 
stru ctu re lacks any no rm al 
m echanism fo r dialo gu e be­ 
tween majo rity and mino rity , 
between go v ernment and o p p o s­ 
ition . . . The co nseq u ences are 
both abno rmal and u gly .” 
Adds Zho res: “ 1 kno w o f 
many eases of p eo p le being p u t 
away in mental ho sp itals fo r 
p o litical reaso ns — becau se 
they adv o cated certain so cial 
refo rms, fo r p u blishing wo rks 
abro ad, o r fo r ex p ressing a 
determined wish to em igrate.” 
He co nclu des — and all medi­ 
cal p eo p le sho u ld no te this: 
“ Psy chiatrists mu st nev er he 
released fro m legal resp o nsibil­ 
ity fo r their actio ns.” Or non- 
actio ns, in the case of tho se 
who know, y et keep q u iet. The 
N u rem berg trials established 
this in defining crimes against 
hu manity . 
Vanco u v er’s Dr. Hirt has said 
that co ntinu ed “silence” on the 
p art of co lleagu es and wo rld 
medical p eo p le “ amo u nts to 
co mp licity .” 
The miracle is that the Med­ 
v edev bro thers, p ro du cts of a 
to talitarian sy stem, hav e su ch 
a p ro fo u nd lo v e and u nder­ 
standing of the co ncep t of free­ 
dom and demo cracy — mo re so 
than do mo st of u s who were 
“ bo rn free,” 
It’s a p ity the UN and world 
medical bodies hav e av o ided 
the lead of Candian p sy chia­ 
trists.

- Here’s 
a story abou t a spu nk y gal 
which shou ld mak e y ou r little 
problems seem lik e nothing. 
After spending six months 
trav eling in Eu rope, in a 
wheelchair, Jeanette Emigh 
remembers most the many 
persons who helped her get 
arou nd. And she recalls some 
of the low points, bu t with no 
regrets. 
Jeanette, who is 27 and has 
been a v ictim of mu scu lar 
atrophy since she was 9 , and 
two friends bou ght one-way 
tick ets, had $9 00 each “and 
no idea of what was going to 
happen.” 


She wanted to v isit a mou n- 
taintop m onastery ; sev eral 
strong y ou ng German lads 
carried her u p and down. In 
Spain, she and her friends 
were gu ests of 1,500 Marines 
stationed there for the corps’ 
birthday celebration, riding 
throu gh the streets of Barce­ 
lona in a bu ggy .

Spectacular Tag 
Fits Don Coryell 


Spectacular is the proper adjective to describe 
the college coaching career of Don Coryell who 
will direct the West offense in the 47th East-West 
game Friday at Candlestick F'ark. 
Coryell’s 11-year record at 
San Diego State College is 89-13- 
2, including winning streaks of 
31 and 22 games. His combined 
record at San Diego and Whit­ 
tier College, where his three- 
year mark was 23*5-1, is 112-18- 
3. 
EVEN AT Fort Ord, where he 
was athletic director and coach 
in 1956, he was a winner. He 
directed the soldiers to an unde­ 
feated 1956 season, the only 
service club in the nation with 
such a record that year. And 
before Fort Ord he coached 
Wenatchee J.C. to a Washing­ 
ton State Championship and a 
place in the Potato Bowl. 
Coryell never had a doubt 
what he wanted to be in life — 
a football coach — from the 
time he was graduated from 
Lincoln High in Seattle in 1943. 
But in 1943 Coryell postponed 
his ambition. He enlisted for 
World War II military duty, 
became a ski-trooper and para­ 
trooper and wound up in Hok­ 
kaido, Japan, “ after the action 
was over.” 
CORYELL WENT into the 
Army as a private and came 
out a First Lieutenant at age 22 
when he started his college 
career at University of Wash­ 
ington. Five years later he was 
ready to start his coaching ca­ 
reer w’ith a Master’s Degree, an% 
outstanding record as a defen­ 
sive back on the Husky football 
team, plus a light-heavyweight 
boxing championship. 
Coryell began at the bottom 
in the coaching ranks — the 
high school level — at Punahou 
Academy and Farrington High 
in Honolulu. His first college 
coaching job was at University 
of British Columbia in Vancou­ 
ver. After two years there, he 
returned to his native Washing­ 
ton as head coach at Wenatch­ 
ee. 
TWO YEARS ago the NCAA 
took note of Coryell’s winning 
.ways at San Diego State. The 
,NCAA in 1969 promoted San 
Diego from college to universi­ 
ty class in football. Still, San 
Diego finished among the na­ 
tion’s top 20 teams in 1969-70. 
But before the NCAA action, 
pro football scouts paid a high­ 
er compliment to Coryell by 
tabbing 44 of his Aztec stars, 
including a couple of exception­ 
al quarterbacks, Don Horn and 
Dennis Shaw. 
This year three of his play­ 
ers, Brian Sipe, Tom Reynolds 
and Willie Buchanon were 
picked on the West team. Three 
is the maximum number of 
players picked from one team 
for the East-West game. 
S IP E LED the NCAA this 
season with 196 passes for 2532 
yards, including 439 in one 
game against Utah State. Rey­ 
nolds, top receiver of the year 
with 67 receptions including 17 
for 290 in the Utah State game, 
is Sipe’s favorite target. Buch­ 
anon is a defensive comerback 
who will surely be a pro draft 
pick. 
Coryell is proud of the fact 
that more than 90 per cent of 
his players come from schools 
in and about San Diego. “ We 
don’t have a big recruitment 
budget,” he said. “ In fact, I 
don’t believe in a lot of scholar­ 
ships if they don’t give a boy an 
opportunity to play. Nothing is 
more frustrating than sitting on 
a bench. We’re a little old 
school but with a lot of bodies 
who can play football.” 
HOW DOES Coryell pick his 
players? 
“ Talent, of course, has to be 
No. 1,” he said. “ Then I look 
for desire. No, that sounds 
corny. W'hat I mean is determi­ 
nation. No, that’s not exactly it, 
either. That gets into the cliche 
class. I think it’s love of the 
game. Yes. that’s it. The love to 
play football.”

NEW YORK (UPD-Treasury 
Secretary John Connally, whose 
remarks often set off sparks, 
has aroused the ire of the Ja ­ 
pan Automobile Manufacturers 
Association. 


Connally was quoted as say­ 
ing that, “ While a Ford Pinto 
sells for $2,200 in the United 
States, it sells for more than 
$5,000 in Japan because of a 
high tariff and discriminatory 
commodity taxes.” 


Connally should have stopped 
while he was still accurate, 
says the Japanese automakers 
group. It concedes that a Pinto 
sells for $5,500 in Japan but 
points out that the tariff duty 
and commodity tax on it 
amount only to $749. Together 
with a few other costs, that 
makes wholesale value of the 
Pinto when it reaches the Japa­ 
nese dealer’s showroom $2,989. 
What then causes the $2,511 
markup? 
The Japanese automakers 
say Ford causes it because 
Ford refuses to spend money on 
a distribution and servicing or­ 
ganization in Japan that will 
enable its Japanese dealers to 
achieve high volume. The deal­ 
er can’t sell enough Pintos to 
pay his overhead unless the 
profit on each car is enormous. 
The Japan Automobile Manu­ 
facturers Association charged 


bluntly that American auto­ 
makers sold Connally a bill of 
goods in making him think they 
really want to sell cars in 
Japan. 
Kenkishi Konishi, New York 
representative of the associa­ 
tion, said what Detroit really 
wants is to buy a huge chunk of 
the Japanese automobile indus­ 
try and is using charges of 
discrimination against Ameri­ 
can cars in Japan ae a weapon 
to compel the Japanese govern­ 
ment to allow Detroit’s Big 
Three to accomplish this. 


Konishi said the Japanese au­ 
tomakers are willing to accept 
American investment in their 
industry but not American con­ 
trol. Present law allows up to 50 
per cent participation by for­ 
eign capital in auto making 
newly established by merger. 
But foreign investment in exist­ 
ing Japanese automaking con­ 
cerns is limited and must be 
approved by the government. 
Konishi said Japan frankly 
fears the vast financial power 
of Detroit if takeover bids were 
allowed. “ Japanese producers 
cannot help but be alarmed 
when they see that the largest 
auto maker in Britain is not 
British owned but is a subsidi­ 
ary of Ford Motor Co.,” he 
said. “ How would Americans 
like to see a foreign takeover of

Konishi asked. 


Konishi said Detroit’s reluct­ 
ance to make the huge invest­ 
ments necessary to sell Ameri­ 
can-made cars in Japan at the 
same modest markups at which 
they are sold in the United 
States is understandable. 


He said the plain truth is that 
most American cars are too 
large for Japanese roads, burn 
too much fuel ar I cost too 
much for Japanese pocket- 
books. Also, he said, the auto­ 
mobile still is more or less a 
luxury in Japan. Few Japanese 
drive to work because train and 
bus service is excellent and 
parking space is scarce. 


The Pinto, Chevrolet’s Vega 
and American Motors’ Gremlin 
are small enough for Japanese 
roads, Konishi said, but it 
doesn’t really pay to set up an 
expensive distribution and mar­ 
keting system for them in com­ 
petition with Japanese cars. 
Those Japanese who buy 
American cars, he said, are 
well-to-do and buy the vehicles 
for reasons having nothing to 
do with price.

nerve disorders.

It p erio d ically contaminates 
clams, crab s, mussel an d other 
sh ellfish an d is so 
potent that 
o n ly 1 0-millio n th s 
of an ounce 
can cau se d eath . 
The Califo rn ia State Health 
Department imp o ses sh ellfish 
quarantines alo n g th e en tire 


California Pacific coast from 
May 1 to Oct. 31 because of 
saxitoxin. 
Chemist Henry flapaport and 
two associates, John L. Wong 
and Rudolph Oesterlin, said it 
took them 10 years of research 
to work out the formula 
In an article in the current 
Journal of the American Chem­ 
ical Society, the researchers 
said saxitoxin is a small organ­ 
ic molecule with a highly alka­ 
line, complex configuration. 
It is also related to one of the 
basic chemical constituents of 
heredity in living cells. 


In addition to aiding in the 
search for an antidote for saxi­ 
toxin, for which there is now no 
known cure, the scientists said 
the chemical formula should 
help in the field of neurophysi 
cology. 
Saxitoxin is known to block 
the passage of certain charged 
particles through nerve cell 
membranes. 


Knowing the chemical com­ 
position may help make it pos­ 
sible to synthesize a “ deblock­ 
ing” substance and lead to new 
ways of treating nerve disor­ 
ders.
